If this was 
at the beginning of his work, the word was written 
many years before “ Love's Labor Lost” was per- 
formed, at Christmas, 1597. That work was first 
printed in 1598, and it is barely possible that the 
Pillerton Hersey scribe copied it into his register 
from the Shakespeare quarto, though William Palmer 





gave up the register in that very year. Shake- 
speare’s use of the word may account for Nash's 
employment of it in his “Lenten Stuff” in 1599, 
too, but it would not account for its appearance in 
“The Complaint of Scotland,” published in St. An- 
drews in 1548. William Palmer's entries in the Piller- 
ton registers run back to 1539, and the probability 
is that the word was written there before its use In 
any other known place. it is hardly probable that 
Shakespeare saw the word on the Pillerton register 
fly leaf, but it is most probable that it was a War- 
wickshire catch word, known alike at Pillerton and 
at Stratford-on-Avon.

French Author's New Novel 
Solves Problems of Capital 
and Labor by Quickening 


Individual Conscience. 


HE eartier pages of this novel* 
of the times and all countries 
lead the reader to anticipate 
a discussion of the relations 
between labor and capital. 

Gilbert Cloquet is a laborer at- 
tached to an ancestral estate who 
has ambitions for himself within his 
humble sphere, and who leaves his em- 
ployment to better himself. In this 
portion of the book we have two strong- 
ly drawn and contrasting pictures. On 
the one hand is the laborer, whose 
work is hard and pay scanty. The 
sordid conditions of the life of the 
working class and the fierceness of its 
struggic for existence are well de- 
picted, together with its rugged hon- 
esty, so creditable under such trying 
circumstances. Opposed to this por- 
trait of life, as true with us ag in 
France, is the portrait of the capitalist, 
no less well-meaning and no less hamp- 
ered by limitations in well-doing. 
Michel de Meximieu belongs to the 
noble class, but hig heart is tender and 
true toward his dependents, even more 
so than they believe. And, upon its 
scale, his life Is as narrow as his labor- 
er’s. Much as he would like to continue 
to pay them wages in the ancient man- 
ner for hand work, he is impelled by 
ecohomic conditions and competition 
among the capitalist class to introduce 
machinery. Thig is resisted by the un- 
ion, but resisted—as is too often the 
case with us also— unfairly,” to use 
the word of the American unions. 
Hence there are factions in the union, 
and Gilbert—the protagonist of Michel 

is beaten by his assoctates and driven 
to another country. 

At this stage the novel turns from 
its apparent original purpose. The 
struggle between capital and labor is 
dropped as insoluble, or, perhaps, as 
unsuitable for a novelist’s purpose. In 
its stead we have substituted the prob- 
lem of a soul. Michel dies, after a 
love passage which is trivial and leads 
nowhither. Gilbert has family troubles, 
which also are allunde to the story. He 
has a vain and selfish daughter, who 
makes an unfortunate marriage with 
a dishonest man, agd the pair come to 
economic shipwreck. Broken in spirit 
while in the height of his strength, 
Gilbert wanders, and finds the morality 
of his widowerhood tried almost beyond 
his strength. Finally he accompanies 
new -fritnds into a Catholic retreat, 
where he finds religious consolation. 
Impelled by his new convictions, he 
thinks he should retrace his life, and 
the novel ends with Gilbert seeking re- 
employment of the same farmer whom 
he had left in haste and anger, but of 
whom he had cdme to hold milder and 
juster views. His heart is at peace 
with itself, and he is happy in his old 
age for the first time because he had 
adjusted himself to conditions against 
which he had rebelled, and which 
neither he nor Michel, nor both, had 
been able to change. 

Of the Miterary art of the nove! it Is 
necessary to speak highly. Bazin is 
master of his craft, and he has not 
spared his labor. His adjectives and 
phrases are a delight to those who 
study them, making his descriptive 
passages admirable. His feeling is deep, 
and his restraint and truth to nature 
in depicting emotions are most con- 
vincing. He tears no passion to tatters, 
and produces the fDusion that thus and 
so real men and women act under the 
situations into which his story leads 
them. It is to Bazin’s reproach, as an 
é@conomist rather than as a writer of 
fiction, that he leaves the social ques- 
tion where he finds it, rather shirking 
than solving the problems which he 
raises. On the other hand, it is to his

mR. ROBINSON, whose favorite 
Ss subject is urban life, and who 
has written much and well of 
civic art and municipal im- 
provement, would rather sit 
at a window in a crowded city “ weaving 
stories of them who pass than lazily 
read the novels which another has 
written and in which the people are 
figures of fancy.” The people, to be 
sure, are real enough in Mr. Robinson's 
imaginings, but the stories are just as 
fanciful as any, and he must have a 
good deal of surplus imagination if he 
can make them as interesting as Balzac 
or Thackeray. If he is so well equipped 
for the novelist’s or playwright's cali- 
ing, besides his prodigious interest in 
the doings of his fellow-men, in town, 
too, where one man looks exactly like 
another, as to have the gift of story 
building and the needful inventiveness, 
it is a pity that he gives his time to 
writing about cities. 

Probably we have hit upon one of 
Mr. Robinson’s uncommon moods in 
this little book of trifling but dainty 
essays. To most of us the mood must 
seem unreasonable. Who would not 
prefer, being comfortably housed and 
having leisure, sitting of a Winter's 
day in sight of a yoy open fire 
reading “ Lavengro “ Adam Bede,” 
to locking out of the Slt and imag- 
ining vainly a web of romance connect- 
ing the passers by, whether on Fifth 
Avenue or a side street? Obviously, to 
suit Mr. Robinson's mood, the window 
must look upon a main thoroughfare, 

This little book is all in praise of the 
town, its throngs, its marts, its sounds, 
its vistas by day and night, its inspira- 
tions. The text of the discourse seems 
to be Charles Lamb's hyperbolical 
praise of the town above the country: 

Snchanting London, whose dirtiest,

Mr. Robinson writes now in 
a wholly poetic vein, though his me- 
dium, except in the last brief chapter, 
is prose. We cannot all be expected 
to think of ihe city, this eity or any 
other, as a mysterious, beautiful female 
with caprices. But something too much 
has been said of the evils of eity life 
and its horrors, the vice, the filth, the 
suffering. Evil thrives everywhere. 

If we do not walk Broadway thinking 
of the town’s “abundant vitality, the 
splendid power, the organization of its 
forces, the consciousness that behind all 
the activity, and giving direction to it, 
there are intent, ambition, and love,” 
it is interesting to know that Mr. Rob- 
inson does just that, and finds the ex- 
ercise intellectually profitable. He re- 
fiects that, unlike the wind surging 
through the forest, the waves pounding 
on the rock, “the hurrying crowd is 
consciously directed, no member of it 
lacks objective point to which desire 
er duty compels him.” It soon dawns 
upon one that it is the people of the 
city he is thinking most of, its dwellers, 


its builders, the human microcosm of 
urban life. And perhaps, after all, the 
people are more important than the 


houses they occupy and the streets they 
crowd. 
These essays, as we said, 
trifling; they are not overweighted with 
thourkt, and they are frankly senti- 
mental. They are interspersed appro- 
priately with poetry, all selected, ex- 
cept Mr. Robinson's own verses on the 
sleeping city. The book is prettily 
made, in its fantastic way, and with its 
nice paper and typography, and its re- 
production of Colin Campbell Cooper's 
inspiring picture of Broad Street, New 
York, it ought to be much sought by 
purchasers of gift books in the coming 
holiday season.

RE -EMINiSCENCES 
BY MUSIC CRITIC 


George Upton's Recollections of 
Artists. and Celebrities of a 
Half Century-—Jenny Lind 
as a Child. 


By RICHARD ALDRICH, 

R. UPTON has occupied a 
foremost place in the mu- 
sical journalismi of Chicago 
for a time long enough to 
cover almost the entire mu- 

sical experience of the Western me 
tropolis. He declares, in fact, that he 
wrote “the first musical criticism 
printed In a Chicago newspaper.” He 
goes back in his book, indeed, to the 
first note Chicago heard, “at a time 
when Indians and coyotes outnumbered 
almost ten to one”—not, of 
course, from his own personal memo- 
ries; but these memories are. long 
enough to include almost all that Chi- 
cago has had of really artistic. music 
During this half century the city has 
been one of the most important 
“stands” in the country for the trav- 
eling virtuosi and operatic companies. 
Mr. Upton has heard them all, has met 
most of them, and known many of them 
in @ personal and often intimate way. 
He gossips about them good-humor- 
edly, interestingly, and with not a few 
keen and humorous comments of his 
own. 

He remembers Jenny Lind from his 
student days fm éollege—girlish figure 
of medium height, with fair hair and 

lue eyes, gowned fn velvet and wear- 
ng a single rose in hér hair; 

ature, with a face expressive 
sense fascinating “=a 
face.” He first beard Patti in the early 
fifties in Chicagd, at a “ dining-room 
oncert.” She was then a “ somewhat 
delicate, pale-faced, dark-browed chfid, 
with thick glossy black hair hanging in 
two long bratds:down her back, dressed 
in rose-colored silk, pink stockings, | and 
pantalettes,”” perfectly at ease “and 
@iancing arous@® confidently avith a 
mischievous. smile lurking about her 
mouth, but reserving her special radi- 
ance for rows of young girls in the 
front chairs, At that time she doted 
upon childrén, dolls, Candy, and birds. 
“She could be induced to sing any 
time by the promise of a box of candy 
or a bird in @ cage.” Later the “ in- 
ducement ” had to be raised consider 
ably. 

Sontag, Albani, Carlotta Patti, Nis 
son, Lucea, Gerster, Lagrange, Minnie 
Hauck, Frezzolini, Piccolomini, Di Mur- 
ska, are some of the interesting prima 
donnas of whom Mr. Uptcén talks amus- 
ingly, recalling many of the “ epi- 
sodes,” “ incidents,” “ wars,” “ feuda,” 
with which so many prima donna’ 
names are connected. Among tenors 
he thinks Brignoli the most interesting 
personality as well as one of the most 
captivating singers; and, from fhe ac- 
count Mr. Upton gives, apparently one 
of the most superstitious. Campanini, 
Wachtel, Formes, are some of the men 
singere of whom Mr. Upton speaks. He 
has some. interesting reminiscences of 
the English operatic singers that came 
upon the scene, beginning with Louisa 
Pyne; of Caroline Richings he speaks 
srith admiration and affection. He re- 
Calls an amusing episode in Cari Rosa’s 
company when they were singing “ The 
Marriage of Figaro” in Chicago. As 
Mme. Parepa was very stout and Rose 
Hersee very slender, the exchange of 
Gisguises between the Countess and 
the maid would have spoiled the effect. 
The problem was solved “by the addl- 
tion of a few lines, introduced as spo- 
ken parts, which humorously explained 
the situation and forestalleq the in- 
consistency by preparing the audience 
for it. The difficulty was satisfactor- 
ily bridged over and few in the andi- 
ence probably suspected that the text 
had been tampered with.”

Story of a Border City During Civil 
War,” (Little, Brown Co., $1 Dr 
Anderson was the pastor of a prominent 
church in St. Louis from 1858 to 1866, 
and was In the thick of the strenuous life 
of that city during the whole of the civil 
war. The State of Missouri, divided be- 
tween its pro-slavery and its anti-slavery 
citizens, its Union and Confederate sym- 
pathizers, was an incessant struggling 
ground of the two factions during all that 
period. Ite chief city was especially 
racked by these opposing convictions, and 
for the eight years over which Dr. Ander- 
gon’s chronicle extends the feeling on 
both sides was at white heat. The con- 
ditions were peculiar, and these personal 
reminiscences of a man who was an act- 
ive participator in the stirring of 
the time are of very considerable value. 
There ought to be published many more 
such memoirs. The civil war is receding 
far enough into the past to enable those 
who lived through its days of anguish to 
look back upon it without bitterness, 
with a fairness of judgment and a sense 
of relative ethical values which would 
heretofore have been impossible. Age has 
brought to those who were a part of thdee 
days the soberness of spirit and the 
calmness of philosophy which are essen- 
tial to the valve of such productions.

form brief histories of ten of the more 
famous episodes which at the time of 
their occurrence were taken by many 
as conclusive proof not only of con- 
scious existence after death, but also 
of the ability of the dead to return to 
the scenes of their previous existence 
and to manifest their presence to the 
living. 

To Mr. Bruce, of course, these epi- 
sodes have little or no evidential value 
of that sort, and in every case he of- 
fers explanations based on the theories 
current among advanced students of 
pathological psychology — explanations 
which, while rejecting, on the one hand, 
the simple elucidation of conscious and 
unadulterated fraud, on the other avoid 
the credulity of the convinced “ spiritu- 
alist’ and take refuge in the hardly 
less mystical and hardly more satisfac- 
tory assumptions of telepathy and dis- 
sociated personality. Again and again 
he makes the mistake, so clearly de- 
fined and so amusingly ridiculed by 
Prof. Hyslop, of confounding a state- 
ment of observed facts with the means 
by which the facts are produced, for- 
getting, for instance, that while one can 
propeny say that such and such things 
are telepathy or are multiple person- 
ality, one is not thereby advanced a 
single step toward an understanding of 
the phenomena and is as far as ever 
from knowing their causes or the 
methods of their action. Mr. Bruce's 
rehearsal of these old tales, moreover. 
is for the general reader rather than 
for the serious student of psychology, 
and many of the conversations and de-
